12 Americans among 131 killed in crash 


TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras — A Boeing 727 shook violently and seemed 
to plunge just before it crashed in flames into a hillside, killing 131 people, a 
badly burned survivor said Sunday. 

“They told us to put on our seatbelts for landing, and then suddenly the 
plane began to shake, like air turbulence,” said Evenor Lopez, a Honduran 
businessman. 

“But it went on for a long time, and we seemed to be descending too rapidly. 
Some people were screaming,” Lopez said in an interview. 

Investigators from the National Air Transportation Safety Board arrived 
Sunday from the United States aboard a Coast Guard plane and went directly 
to the site of Saturday’s crash. 

The plane was operated by the Honduran airline TAN-SAHSA. 

Authorities said 131 of the 146 people aboard were killed. U.S. Embassy 
spokesman Terry Kneebone said there were 15 Americans aboard. Airline 
officials said three of the 15 survivors were American. 

The plane’s “black box” recorder was flown to Washington for analysis, said 
Barry Trotter, leader of the Safety Board team. 

It was the worst air crash in Central American history. 

Among the dead were the Honduran Minister of Labor, Armando Blanco 
Paniagua; and Mario Rodriquez Cubero, an aide to Costa Rican President 
Oscar Arias. . 


Accidental deaths mark hunt opening 


A Seattle man was crushed by the horse he was riding and another man 
suffered a fatal heart attack as the 1989 Utah deer hunt got under way this 
weekend, authorities said. 

Lyle Latham, 45, was killed about 7:40 a.m. Saturday in Oak City Canyon, 
15 miles east of Delta, when his horse apparently reared and rolled on top of 
him, the Millard County Sheriff's Department said. 

Both of Latham’s legs were crushed by the fall, and he suffered internal 
injuries, deputies said. Latham was pronounced dead at the scene by emer- 
gency medical technicians. 

In a similar horse-related accident in Spanish Fork Canyon about an hour 
later, a 25-year-old Springville hunter escaped with minor back injuries. 
Richard Wright was treated at Utah Valley Regional Medical Center and 
released, a nursing supervisor said, 

The identity of the hunter who suffered a fatal heart attack in Morgan 
County Saturday was not released. 


Lebanon looks to end 14-year civil war 


TAIF, Saudi Arabia — The Lebanese parliament on Sunday passed a new 
power-sharing accord to end the country’s 14-year-old civil war, but Christian 
leader Michel Aoun appeared ready to reject the pact. 

Fifty-nine of 62 deputies present voted for the draft charter but made their 
action contingent on approval by Aoun and his rival, Moslem leader Salim 

oss. 

Two deputies abstained, and one voted against the agreement. 

Just as the session began, Arab League envoy Lakhdar Ibrahimi flew to 
Beirut, Lebanon, for separate talks with Aoun and Hoss. The Arab League 
has been sponsoring the peace efforts. 

Aoun heads a Lebanese Christian government competing for legitimacy 
with the predominately Moslem Cabinet headed by Hoss. 

In Beirut, Aoun appeared ready to oppose the peace plan, saying acceptance 
would be “a crime.” 

Aoun said at a news conference the plan did not meet his demands for a 
specific timetable for a Syrian withdrawal from Lebanon. He said he accepted 
political changes that would give more power to the Moslems. 


Neil Armstrong joins Thiokol board | 


SALT LAKE CITY — Neil Armstrong, the first man to walk on the moon, 
is joining the board of directors of Thiokol Corp., whose rocket was blamed in 
the 1986 explosion of the space shuttle Challenger. 

Armstrong and several other directors were elected Thursday in the first 
shareholders’ meeting of the company since the separation of Morton Thiokol 
Inc. into Thiokol and Morton International Inc. in July. 

The explosion of Challenger was blamed on a faulty O-ring seal on one of the 
shuttle’s solid-fuel booster rockets, which were built by Morton Thiokol. 
Seven astronauts died in the explosion. 

Thiokol was involved in the redesign of the rockets, and since the redesign 
there have been six successful missions, U. Edwin Garrison, chief executive, 
officer of the company, told shareholders. : 


California quake technology saved lives 


LOS ANGELES — When a magnitude-6.8 earthquake walloped Soviet 
Armenia in December, 25,000 people died — more than 100 times the number 
killed by last week’s slightly larger 6.9 jolt in Northern California. 

The contrast shows how California leads the nation and much of the world 
with stringent building rules. 

But quakes here and in other states will kill thousands unless much more is 
done to make buildings, bridges and other structures withstand shaking, 
experts say. 

“The lesson of this quake is that we have the technology to radically reduce 
death, injury and damage in case of an earthquake,” said Sen. Don Rogers, the 
only geologist in California’s Legislature. 

“Let’s get on with using it.” 

Unreinforced brick and brittle concrete structures need strengthening, and 
tax incentives should be given to foster design of new buildings with shock 
absorbers in foundations, quake-damping devices in walls and automatic gas- 
shutoff valves to prevent fires, said Rogers, a Republican from Bakersfield.

Quake victim found alive 


Engineer says discovery ‘stopped my heart’

OAKLAND, Calif. — Steven 
Whipple thought he might be halluci- 
nating when he saw a man wave at 
him through the window of a crushed 
car trapped in the rubble of a col- 
lapsed double-deck freeway. 

“It stopped my heart,” Whipple, a 
California Department of Trans- 
portation engineer, said Sunday. “I 
thought maybe the wind was blowing 
and that’s what caused it. I thought I 
might be losing it.” 

He looked again, and this time he 
thought he saw the man’s head move 
in an effort to turn around. 

Whipple immediately called co- 
workers on a radio to report that he 
might have found someone alive. 

About five hours later on Saturday, 
57-year-old Buck Helm was carried 
out of the rubble as workers cheered 
and renewed efforts to find more sur- 
vivors of Tuesday’s earthquake. 

Helm, listed in critical condition at 
Highland General Hospital, was the 
first person found alive in the collapse 
of the 1-880 freeway since the first 
night. 

More than three dozen bodies have 
been removed. 


Whipple, who is 29 and lives in 
Pittsburg, Calif., normally spends his 
time inspecting highway structures 
that are about to be worked on by 
contractors. But like other Trans- 
portation Department employees, he 
has done a variety of jobs since the 
disaster. 

Saturday he was inspecting a por- 
tion of the Nimitz where workers 
planned to remove crushed cars later 
in the day... 

He was checking the structure for 
stability, but what he saw made him 
question his own stability. 

As he told reporters Sunday, he 
was working in tomb-like silence by 
the light of a flashlight. 

Whipple said he was working in 
narrow spaces, with a clear view of 
Helm’s car 30 to 40 feet away. 

That’s when he thought he saw a 
hand come up and wave through a 
side window, Whipple said. 

“He waved at me: It surprised me,” 
he said. 

Unsure of what he had seen, he 
looked again, and the second move- 
ment convinced him there finally was 
a survivor of the Nimitz disaster. 

“I was a bit shaky when I started 
calling on the radio to let the other

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Academic robes that will be worn 
during the formal inaugural cere- 
monies tell a lot about the wearer, if 
one knows how to read them. 

The robes, tassels, hoods and colors 
indicate the highest degree the wear- 
ers has earned, the universities that 
granted those degrees and the disci- 
plines studied. 

Ribbons on the robes or medallions 
around the neck designate those who 
graduated in the top 10 percent of 
their classes. These were invited to 
join Phi Kappa Phi, the national soci- 
ety that honors academic achieve- 
ment in all disciplines. 

The white Phi Kappa Phi ribbons 
carry a “meander” pattern that was 
common in Greek art. A gold medal- 
a may be worn instead of the rib- 

on. 

Most of the academic dress worn at 
graduations and inaugurations traces 
its history to the clerical robes of 
priests and ministers who controlled 
education from the Middle Ages until 
as recently as 200 years ago. 

Pastors in some denominations still 
wear the academic robes at the pulpit 
even today. 

In addition to marking the wearer 
as a member of the literate class, 
early robes, capes and hoods also pro- 
vided warmth against European and 
New England winters. These fea- 
tures are now decorative, and the fab- 
rics used are much lighter than the 
heavy wool in the early garments. 

The academic honors ribbons and 
medallions are more recent additions 
to the traditional apparel. Phi Kappa 
Phi, the organization that recognizes 
scholarship in all disciplines, was 
founded in 1897.

Doctor’s robes are usually black, 
but graduates of some universities 
wear colored robes. For example, 
those from Harvard wear crimson, 
and those from Yale wear blue. 
Sleeves of the doctor’s robes have 
three wide velvet horizontal stripes. 

The doctoral hoods are 4 feet long, 
usually black, lined with colors of the

Cold fusion progess ‘heating up’ slowly

The idea of producing large 
amounts of heat from cold fusion is 
still a questionable situation, said a 
BYU chemical engineering professor 
in a lecture series Friday. 

Dr. Douglas N. Bennion said that 
some people have claimed to have 
seen the effects of cold fusion when it 
may not have taken place. 

BYU is one of the 15 to 20 universi- 
ties that has made progression in the 
observations and experiments, Ben- 
nion said. 

“We're not going to see anything 
fantastic happening very quickly,” 
Bennion said. It may take several 
years, or even longer, to get great 
benefits from cold fusion, so we have 
to be patient, he said. 


“The whole reason for cold fusion is 
to create heat,” Bennion said. 

Several things are looked for, such 
as heat, when a new experiment is 
formed, Bennion said. 

“We've been seeing new events 
take place with the experiments and 
that is like seeing a birth,” Bennion 
said. 

The fact that new observations are 
being made is exciting, but something 
better has to be done with them to get 
results that are even further along in 
the study of cold fusion and its capa- 
bilities, Bennion said. 

“The problem is that you can’t al- 
ways repeat the experiments when 
you like to and the results don’t al- 
ways come out the way you want 
them to,” Bennion said. “That is why 
we have to continue to revise until we 
get the results we’re looking for.” 


There is evidence of fusion taking 
place within the earth. That is one of 
the things that keeps the earth hot, 
Bennion said. 

A greater amount of energy for the 
same price could be produced with 
cold fusion rather than with other re- 
sources used today, Bennion said. 
“We burn huge amounts of petroleum 
and pay a very high premium for liq- 
uid energy,” Bennion said. 

Gradual steps of progression have 
been made in the world of energy, 
starting with animal power and then 
using wind, steam, water and solar 
power, Bennion said. 

“When heat was converted into 
work it revolutionized the world,” 
Bennion said. 

“The world began making heat as

one more step in the progression of 
society.” 

Experiments with new sources of 
power in the past have been really 
efficient in only certain places, such as 
solar power in Phoenix, Bennion ex- 
plained. 

With energy resources such as oil, 
there are many potential hazards in 
making them available, Bennion said. 

“The project of cold fusion is worth 
funding because of its potential and 
impact that it can make,” Bennion 
said. 

Bennion has been at BYU since 
1980. He teaches numerous courses in 
chemical engineering. 

Bennion received his Ph.D. at the 
University of California at Berkely.

; Detmer ended the game 22 of 28 
with a total of 426 yards passing and 
three touchdowns— the most prolific 
sophomore passer in BYU history 
passing Mark Wilson—before giving 
way to backup Sean Covey midway 
through the fourth quarter.

Elder Oaks snubbed the idea of ap- 
pointing student body officers at 
BYU. He called the idea of putting 
student government under Priest- 
hood framework “a very bad idea.”

Elder Holland: 
9 years of 
milestones

The nine years he spent as presi- 
dent of. BYU he was known as “the 
likable leader” and was noted for his 
unique visual aids at his addresses at 
Forum and Devotional assemblies. 

Elder Jeffrey R. Holland, now a 
member of the First Quorum of the 
Seventy for The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, was 
BYU’s president from 1980-89. Dur- 
ing this time Elder Holland and BYU 
reached many milestones. 

Four buildings were completed and 
dedicated on campus: Spencer W. 
Kimball Tower; N. Eldon Tanner 
Building; Caroline Hemenway Har- 
man Continuing Education Building 
and Conference Center; and the 
Crabtree Technology Building. One 
of his greatest international accom- 
plishments was the completion and 
dedication of the Jerusalem Center. 

Some other improvements to the 
university under Elder Holland’s ad- 
ministration included computerized 
class registration via telephone — the 
first fully operational program of its 
kind in the United States; an empha- 
sis on admitting students. who have 
academically prepared themselves; 


' anda $100 million “Excellence for. the 


Eighties”. fund-raising campaign: 
Elder Holland was called by Presi- 
dent Spencer W. Kimball to serve as 
BYU president. “Oh, but President 
Kimball, you’ve got to be kidding,” 
said Elder Holland. He claims it is one 
of the dumbest things he has ever 
said. President Kimball replied, 
“Well, as a rule, Brother Holland, in 
this room we don’t do much kidding.” 
One of the most frightening experi- 
ences Elder and Sister Holland had 
while serving at BY U was the aircraft 
collision they were involved in at Aus- 
tria’s Schwechat airport in Vienna. 
The Hollands were returning from a 
five-day invitational trip to Jordan. 
Of the 250 passengers, Sister Holland 
was the only one injured, taken to the 
hospital with a bruised thigh. 
According to Elder Holland, one of 
the greatest athletic moments he has 
ever seen came in the 1984 Holiday 
Bowl against Michigan. Robbie 
Bosco, quarterback for BYU, was 
hurt, and many thought it was a 
game-ending leg injury. Blaine 
Fowler came into the game. Although 
Fowler was in the game for only two 
or three plays, he rallied the team and 
got a crucial first down. Bosco, still 
hurt, came back into the game and led

— Verifying that faculty paychecks 
could be redeemed in part for produce 
and merchandise in the Bishop’s 
Storehouse. 

— Acting as a security guard when 
the first two libraries were housed in 
the principal’s office. The principal (as 
the president was called until 1895) 
had custody of the keys and made 
sure books didn’t leave the building. 
— Accepting vegetables or livestock 
for tuition from students who couldn’t 
afford the $2 to $10 semester fee. 

— Supplementing income by board- 
ing students. 

— Aiding students financially by hav- 
ing them perform chores around the 
president’s home in exchange for 
room and board.
